SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 


The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1935. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1934. 


5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 


6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 


9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


Berks, Bucks, AND OxrorD BRANCH: OXFeRD DivIston 


A clinical meeting of the Oxford Division was held at the 
Radclitfe Infirmary on June 27th, when Dr. WiLLtamM StTosie 
showed cases of open pulmonary tuberculosis in a child aged 
10, treated by artificial pneumothorax, with whooping-cough 
as an intercurrent complication; and acute bilateral spontaneous 
pneumothorax in a married woman of 18 years, with post- 
mortem findings. Mr. H. A. B. WurIrELockKe showed a 
specimen removed at operation for an acute abdominal emer- 
gency. Two conditions were present: acute obstruction due 
to an intestinal polypus, and a perforation of a coexisting 
Meckel’s diverticulum. Dr. F. G. Hosson showed two cases 
of pink disease in infants. 

In Dr. Stobie’s first ‘case the chill contracted influenza in 
January, 1933, followed by chronic cough, and by double 
bronchopneumonia two months later. After six weeks in bed 
and a long convalescence, she went back to school in 
September, but then became weak and pale, and the spleen 
was enlarged. At the end of the Christmas holidays the cough 
returned, with expectoration and evening pyrexia ; an area 
of faintly bronchial breath sounds with medium crepitations 
was discovered in the left axilla, while tube:cle bacilli appeared 
in the sputum. An x-ray examination disclored an area of 
infiltration and a small cavity in the lower half of the middle 
zone on the left side. Dr. Stobie said that pneumothorax 
had been begun in February, and had been regularly con- 
tinued, 500 to 600 c.cm. of air being given at fortnightly 
intervals. In May she was discharged from the Osler 
Pavilion, but twelve days later contracted whooping-cough. 
This complication was terminated in three weeks by three 
injections of pertussis vaccine, but there was some loss of 
weight. Dr. Stobie remarked that open pulmonary tuber- 
culosis in children was not very common, although less rare 
than previously thought. The unfavourable outlook, in the 
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absence of modern methods of treatment, could be much 
improved by collapse therapy. In this case the patient 
appeared to have come through a moderately severe attack of 
whooping-cough without ill effects. His second patient had 
been admitted to the Osler Pavilion in December, 1933, after 
a fortnight’s illness, with marked dyspnoea, pyrexia, and pain 
in the right side of the chest. Here there were all the classical 
signs of pneumothorax, and well-marked amphoric breathing 
and tinkling rales were also heard at the left base. Tubercle 
bacilli were found in the sputum. An x-ray examination 
revealed an almost complete collapse of the right side 
of the lung, and a partial pneumothorax in the lower zone on 
the left side, with many scattered areas of fluffy density 
throughout the left lung. During the subsequent course of 
the disease the air in the left thoracic cavity became absorbed, 
while purulent fluid containing tubercle bacilli developed in 
the right side. Irom time to time a certain amount of this 
Was aspirated, and a solution of acriflavine was injected. The 
patient died in the following May. At the post-mortem 
examination both lungs were found to be collapsed ; the right 
pleural cavity contained pus, and the left a little fluid. The 
right lung was covered with pyogenic membrane, and was 
completely collapsed ; it contained caseous nodules, and the 
lung tissue was completely destroyed. The left lung showed 
many patches of tuberculous bronchopneumonia in both lobes, 
with early excavation at the apex. The heart was rather en- 
larged, and the pericardium was adherent to the pleura and 
heart. Dr. Stobie said that bilateral spontaneous pneumo- 
thorax occurred with much greater frequency than was genecr- 
ally recognized. As with the unilateral variety, tuberculosis 
was by far the most frequent cause. There were, however, 
many other possibilities. The prognosis depended mainly cn 
whether the origin of the collapse was the rupture of a tuber- 
culous focus or the operating of some other cause. Many of the 
non-tuberculous cases recovered. A collection of sixty-nine 
recorded cases had been published in the June, 1934, issue of 
Tubercle.
